Rep. Mundt Points Out 


Washington, (A5)—Rep. 
Mundt 
(R-SD) said Wednesday the non­ 
com m unist world holds from 70 
to 92 per cent of the “vital ele­ 
ments required to wage a vic­ 
torious war. 
Mundt, a member of the House 
Foreign Affairs committee, said 
this preponderance 
of 
economic 
power on the side of free nations 
should be a strong factor for per­ 
manent peace. He 
added 
in 
a 
statement: 
“No w ar-m ad country and 
no 
pow er-hungry aggressor will ini­ 
tiate a w ar against such odds as 
the Communists would confront 
if the peace-loving areas of the 
world harness their resources to­ 
gether under an effective form u­ 
la for international action.” 
That formula, he said, should 
be a revision of the United Na­ 
tions Charter. 
Mundt is one of the sponsors 
of a pending resolution 
to 
put 
Congress on record in favor of a 
U. N. charter overhaul to curtail 
sharply the big power veto. 
This and other moves in Con­ 
gress aimed at 
getting 
around 
Russia’s tactics in the United Na­ 
tions came under discussion at a 
top level but hush-hush foreign 
policy review. 
Secretary of 
State 
Marshall, 
who up to now at least has sought 
to stiff-arm any charter revision 
efforts, met with chairman Van­ 
denberg (R-Mich) of the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee, who

W ashington, (SP)— Two big rail­ 
road unions— the sw itchm en, and 
tile 
firem en 
and 
enginem en — 
th reaten to strike May l l. 
A third big union, the engineers 
m ay strike then, too. 
All three 
have been fighting for 
a 
pay 
raise. 
Such a strike would tie 
up the country. 
Isn ’t th e re a law to stop it? No. 
How come? 
W asn’t the 
T aft- 
H artley law, passed last sum m er 
.supposed to stop a big strike like 
that? 
W asn’t th a t T aft-H artley 
law 
used a couple of weeks ago to stop 
John L. L ew is’ big coal strike? 
Why can’t it be used in this case? 
In the first place, th e re ’s no law 
that says a strike m ust be stopped 
perm anently. 
At best a strike can 
only be delayed a while. 
R ut— the T aft-H artle y law does 
not apply to railroad unions. 
The 
law itself says so. 


D isputes betw een railroads and 
railroad unions are covered in a 
special law, the R ailw ay L abor 
Act, passed by Congress in 1926. 
T here is a big difference 
be­ 
tw een the T aft-H artley law and 
th e R ailw ay Labor Act. 
H ere’s 
how: 
I. U nder the T aft-H artley law, 
w hen th e re’s a big strike, 
the 
governm ent can step in and ask 
a federal judge lor an injunction 
— court order 
80 days.

order. 
Those 80 days, of no strike

m ean th a t m uch m ore tim e for a 
union and an em ployer to reach 
an agreem ent. 
2. I f s different u nder the Rail­ 
w ay f&rbor Act. 
It outlines v ari­ 
ous steps for delaying a strike. 
But not ypne of those steps is 
com pulsory for a railroad or a 
railroad union. 
Either side can 
ignore any, or all, of tile steps. 
Both sides h av e alw ays m ore or 
less followed all the steps. P u b ­ 
lic opinion w ould*be against the 
side w hich d id n ’t. 
How It Works 
H ere’s how the R ailw ay Labor 
Act w orks and how it has w orked 
in this case— 
1. W hen th e re ’s a railro a d -u n - 
ion dispute, a perm anent, th ree- 
m an governm ent board, called the 
m ediation board, 
steps 
in. 
It 
tries to get both sides to agree to 
a settlem ent. 
(The pay raise dispute betw een 
the railroads and the three unions 
m entioned earlier in 
this 
story 
.started last June. 
On N ovem ber 
24 the m ediation board stepped 
in.) 
2. If the m ediation board fails 
— in thi.-> case it knew 
it 
had 
failed by m id -J a n u a ry — it 
asks 
both sides to accept arbitration. 
A rbitration m eans a board 
of 
th ree or m ore men, agreed to by 
both sides, w hich listens to 
the 
arg u m en ts and then give? a de­ 
cision. 
T h at decision is final. 
It ends 
the dispute. 
B ut— th ere can be no 
arbitration unless both sides agree. 
As pointed out, neither side u nder 
th e Railw ay Labor Act has 
to 
agree to anything. 
(In the case of the th ree unions 
in this story, the unions refused 
to let an arbitration board be set 
up.) 
If arbitration 
is 
refused 
th e 
m ediation board tells the presi­ 
dent. 
(It did in m id -Ja n u a ry .) 
It tells him th e re’s 
a 
national 
em ergency because of the th rea t 
of a rail strike. 
3. T hen the president sets up 
a bord of fact-finders. 
(Mr. T ru ­ 
m an did.) 
And th ere is not su p ­ 
posed to be a strike— but, again, 
this is strictly vo lu n tary — for 
at 
least 60 days after the fact-finders 
h av e been appointed. 
T he fact-finders recom m end 
a 
settlem ent. 
N either side has to 
agree to it. 
If one side tu rn s it 
down, tile union is free to strike. 
In this case 
the 
fact-finders 
recom m ended the unions accept a 
pay raise of l o ’? cents an hour.
